Gerald O'Connor, K.C., special 
counsel appointed by the State of 
Wisconsin, did not cppose the bail 
application made on behalf of Hipf- 
ner by Hugh Calais Macdonald, 
K.C. Hearing of the extradition 
plea is set for Tuesday, Feb, 8. The 
adjournment to this date was asked 
by Mr. Macdonald to enable him 
to make representations to Ottawa 
and Washington seeking a pardon 
for his client.

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Ottawa Aids Plan 
Of Apprenticeship 


OTTAWA, Jan. 29.—(CP)—Labor 
Minister Mitchell announced today 
a plan to provide financial assist- 
ance to the provinces to promote 
extension of apprenticeship train 
ing for ex-members of the armed 
forces and other civiiians, 

By order-in-council, $250,000 has 
been made available for distribu- 
tion to the provinces in the present 
fiscal year, with the amount to be 
increased to $1,000,000 for later fis- 
cal years. 

The measure, the first dominion 
assistance toward development of 
formal trade apprenticeship, states 
that while government assistance is 
being provided, apprenticeship is 
still the primary responsibility of 
industry. 

Authority is given the Labor Min- 
ister to enter into agreements with 
the provinces for terms not exceed- 
ing 10 years. In cases where the 
provinces has not an apprentice- 
ship act or its equivalent, it will be 
required to introduce such legisla- 
tion. The provinces will administer 
the program and will appoint an 
apprenticeship committee compos- 
ed of equal representation of work- 
ers and employers with represent- 
atives of the provincial education 
and labor departments.

ALGIERS, Jan. 29.—Allied 
invasion forces, aided by the 
big guns of British warships, 

captured a bridge 12 miles up 
the main road from Anzio and 
advanced against growing 
enemy resistance within 20 
miles of Rome today. 

The bridge fell to a strongly- 
reinforced British column which 
only 24 hours earlier beat off a 
German counter-attack at Caro- 
cetto, three miles to the south. 
Though British troops were well 
beyond Carocetto, possession of 
the town itself was not indicated. 
At the same time, American 

troops on the right of the British 
advanced to within light artillery 
range of Cisternia, German strong- 
point on the Appian Way, 25 miles 
southeast of Rome. 

Offfcial reports thus for the first 
time disclosed the relative positions 
of the British and America~ forces, 
showing the British on the north- 
ern wing and closer to the Italian 
capital. 

It was also indicated that Allied 
advances had made the Appian 
Way impracticable as a means of 
enemy communication between the 
beachhead front and the Nazi Gus- 
tav line facing the Fifth Army to 
the south.

For Not Driving 
Inland Revealed 


ALGIERS, Jan. 29.—(AP)—A 
military commentator at head- 
quarters today explained some 
of the reasons why the Allies 
have not driven inland faster 
from their new beachhead in 
Italy. 

“The original element of surprise 
enabled us to effect an almost un- 
opposed landing,” he said. “We 
have not pushed far enough for- 
ward to allow the landing of rein- 
forcements And heavy equipment. 
This takes time as the harbor and 
beach facilities are restricted. 

“Once the landing was made the 
element of surprise no longer ex- 
isted and it became necessary to 
divert the attention of the enemy 
by other means such as attacking 
in strength on the 5th Army front 
and battering his communication 
lines from the air. 

“It would be unwise to push toa 
far inland before having the neces- 
sary weight to support the drive. 
Spectacular advances could have 
been made, but there would have 
been attending risks. 

NOT HIT-RUN RAID 

“This is not a hit-and-run raid 
hat a full-scale operation. In fact, 
this is like winding a spring. The 
spring is being set to go off with 
full strength instead of going off 
half-cocked. The enemy is bound to 
resist with full strength and there- 
fore we must have something with 
which to meet him.” 

Discussing the scanty informa- 
tion disclosed by Allied head- 
quarters concerning the disposi- 
tion of troops in the beachhead 
area, the commentator said, “One 
of the enemy’s best means of ob- 
taining information is by recon- 
naissance planes. We have such 
air superiority and we have been 
shooting his planes out of the sky 
to such an extent that it is doubt- 
ful he knows much. 

“There is no point in handing 
him information on a platter. That's 
why we are so cagey.”

NEW YORK, Jan. 29.—(AP)— 
A Tokyo propaganda broadcast,

Then he said that since the 
United States is a nation of clubs, 
“why not promote a Peace for 
the World Club?” 

“Ask yourself who will pay the 
bill,” the Japanese propaganda 
speaker declared. “Are the sac- 
rifices of your soldiers worth 
while? Drop a line to your favor- 
ite newspaper or radio commen- 
tator.”

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No Japs For Alberta 


Coincidental with the statement of Brit- 
ish Columbia's minister of public works 
that his province will never allow the Jap- 
anese to return comes news of the fiendish 
behavior of Japanese towards prisoners of 
war in the Pacific area. 

Disclosure of these barbarities, tortures 
and murders was first made by army of- 
ficers in Washington. It was later confirm- 
ed in the British House of Commons by a 
no less responsible person than Anthony 
Eden. 

Mr. Eden told of the way the savage 
Japs inflict unspeakable outrages upon 
prisoners. He gave a long list of incred- 
ible inhumanities. 

Those who oppose the entrance of Jap- 
anese into this province have been accused 
by so-called “humanitarians” of personal 
prejudice. But here is evidence, incontrov- 
ertible evidence, of an official and indis- 
putable nature, of the kind of people these 
ruthless brown barbarians are. 

British Columbia is speaking out boldly 
about the Japanese problem. British Col- 
umbia’s experience has determined her cit- 
izens that the Japanese leeches shall not 
come back, 

Only a similar determination on the part 
of public bodies in this province can save 
Alberta much distress and trouble. 


The Sorrows of Joachim 


Herr Von Ribbentrop is feeling very 
sorry because, as he puts it, “The Argentine 
Government is not master of its own de- 
cisions any longer.” And about equally 
sorry, he pretends, because the United 
States is becoming so influential in that 
quarter that Britain may “lose her posi- 
tion in Argentina.” 

The sorrow of the Von is no doubt real, 
though he disguises the reasons for it. 
The fact is the Argentine Government sees 
that Hitler is “through”, and that it is in 
the Allied countries Argentina wlil have to 
look for markets for its beef and wheat and 
coffee. So it has broken off relations with 
Berlin and Tokyo and is starting to round 
up the horde of Axis agents and propa- 
ganda-peddlers with which the country is 
infested. 

That is why Ribbentrop is feeling sad, 
as he has a right to feel. The whole im- 
plication of the change of course at Buenos 
Aires is a convinction that the Axis is on 
the road to the scrap pile. That admission, 
on the part of a Government which Berlin 
counted as pro-Axis—is enough to give 
Joachim the blues. 


Nothing Else Matters? 


News that British Columbia has floated 
a bond issue at 21% per cent interest 
strengthens the probability that the prov- 
incial debt of Alberta can be refunded at a 
rate in keeping with the present and pros- 
tive rental value of money. Similarly, the 
fact that Winnipeg has been able to mar- 
ket a bond issue at a cost of 2.87 per cent 
brightens the outlook that Edmonton's 
outstanding debt can be converted at a 
corresponding rate. 

The contract rates on both Alberta 
bonds and Edmonton bonds are so far out 
of line with the interest now demanded for 
such loans that they are ridiculous as well 
as unjust. A point to be noted is that the 
cost of living is now above normal, which 
justifies the owner of capital in asking 
more rental for it than he would require if 
his living expense were less. As the cost of 
living settles back to normal, interest rates 
should and must move downward. Present 
interest rates are therefore higher, not 
lower, than are to be expected when the 
price structure is no longer boosted by 
scarcity of commodities. 

That lenders are willing to finance 
British Columbia and Winnipeg at rates 
lower than three per cent leaves holders of 
outstanding bonds no moral warrant for 
refusing to refinance their Alberta and 
Edmonton holdings at parallel figures. If 
they continue to refuse to do this it can 
only be on the Shylock principle that the 
letter of the bond supercedes all other con- 
siderations.

Politics and the CBC 


The Canadian Broadcasting Corpora- 
tion is (o be congratulated upon the deci- 
sion to give Canada’s opposition political 
leaders one half hour every month to ad- 
dress the people over the air. It is announc- 
ed, also, that restrictions on party leaders’ 
scripts will be relaxed, 

If this decision reflects the attitude of 
the Dominion Government, as it doubtless 
does, it must be interpreted as a’ broad and 
liberal gesture. 

Freedom of speech is inherent in de- 
mocracy. And it is clear that freedom of 
Speech can be attacked quite as much by 
limiting and cramping opportunity as by 
a direct prohibition on the free exchange 
of ideas. In short, to take away a man’s or 
a party’s machinery of self-expression is 
fully as undemocratic as to pass a law 
absolutely forbidding him to speak. 

But limitations on free speech are sin- 
ister for other reasons than their undemo- 
cratic qualtiy. To divert political doctrines 
from their natural channel of expression is 
frequently to force them into unnatural 
channels of expression. 


When the frank and honest and open | 
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pressed, that doctrine inevitably finds its 
way into tortuous agencies of propaganda. 
And institutions are frequently corrupted 
by the introduction of secret propaganda 
Simply because the normal channels of 
communication are closed to the idea be- 
hind that propaganda. 

This gesture on the part of the CBC 
creates a healthier and more wholesome 
atmosphere in the entire field of political 
education.

Franco on the Carpet 


Washington has banned the shipment 
of oil from the Caribbean area to Spain 
during the month of February—which 
means that no oil from any source will 
move to that country during the suspen- 
sion period. Meanwhile a detailed examina- 
tion is to be made of the assistance Franco 
has been giving to Germany. Upon the 
outcome of the inquiry, and Franco's 
readiness to change his ways, will depend 
whether the embargo is to be made perm- 
anent, 

Allied patience with Franco's treacher- 
ous activities has apparently come to the 
breaking point, not before time that a 
show-down was called for. Cutting off the 
oil supply is only one of several ways in 
which sanctions can be employed to bring 
him to time. It is to be supposed others 
will also be brought into action if neces- 
sary. Since he is a slippery customer, 
something more than a promise will be 
needed to guarantee his future conduct. 
The stationing of Allied agents at all points 
on the border between Spain and France 
is the one sure way to stop Franco giving 
aid to his friend and patron, the Fuehrer.

Moscow says the time is not yet ripe 
for United States mediation in its territor- 
ial demands on Poland. That is quite dif- 
ferent from rejecting the proffered aid in 
making an arrangement, It quite definitely 
implies that the offer will be acceptable if 
and when the Polish Government-in-exile 
is so reorganized as to satisfy Moscow that 
it is representative of Polish opinion and 
therefore competent to make a binding 
bargain. 


Whether or not it convinces the Allies 
that it has always been above suspicion, 
the Argentine Government seems likely to 
convince Hitler and Tojo that it doesn’t 
like the “deep-rooted espionage” system 
they have been operating there. Steamship 
sailings have been cancelled, communica- 
tions with Berlin and Tokyo suspended, 
and the army of spies with their grips-full 
of stolen, bought or forged information are 
stranded within easy reach of the Argen- 
tine police.

“Santayana’s obiter dicta,” he 
wrote, “reveal him to be at once 
a skeptic willing to dream, him- 
self into solipsism, and a dog- 
matic, 

(Wait, that’s only part of it.) 
materialist for whom only the 
history of matter in motion is not 
the record of a dream.” 

“He,” said Mr, Adler, meaning 
Santayana, “is not bothered by 
the inconsistency of his skepticism 
and his materialism, or by the 
deeper incompatibility which 
exists between his desire for god- 
like detachment from all local 
prejudices and partisan moods,

and his irrational love for those 
customs and traditions which give 
him the peculiar set of prejudices 
he revels in and tries to rational-

Regional Systems In An 


International Assembly 
Are of Prime Importance

If the preliminary world organization is to be based upon 
regional systems similar to the present inter-American Sys- 
tem the compositoin and powers of the executive council of 
the international organization, under whose general authority 
and supervision these regional systems would function, are of 


prime importance. * 


In the original Council of the 
League of Nations the five princi- 
pal Allied powers were given per- 
manent representatives, and four 
other members were elected by the 
League Assembly from among the 
smaller powers. Subsequently, the 
number of members of each cate- 
gory was increas- 
ed. Action on all 
basic questions 
required unanimi 
ty in voting. 

Experience has 
demonstrated that 
certain features 
of these arrange. 
ments caused 
serious difficul- 
ties. While the 
Assembly usually 


attempted to pro Sumner Welles | 


vide for regional distribution in 
electing representatives of the 
smaller powers to the Council the 
selection of individual governments 
rather than of representatives of 
regional groups of states resulted 
in a situation where the represen- 
{ation within the Council of the 
general interests of the other smal!- 
er states, or of policies of broad 
regional advantage, was rarely un- 
dertaken. 


HINDERED ACTION 


Moreover, the method of select- ! 
ing representatives of the smaller | 
states by the entire Assembly re- | 
sulted in continued lobbying on the | 
part of the former in order to se- | 
cure election to the Council. Not | 
infrequently the vital interests of 
smaller nations were prostituted 
for this purpose. 

The requirement of unanimity in 
the voting of the members of the 
Council of the League often block- 
ed necessary, or desirable, action. 


‘The executive council which the 
United States should immediately 
create, so that they may all nar- 
ficinate in the political decisions 
now being made, might advanta- 
geously be constituted, so far as 
present conditions permit. in such 
a manner as to enable it to he- 
come the embryo of the executive 
council of the future provisional 
international organization. Much 
valuable time and experience could 
thus be gained. 

To be effective the executive 
council of the world organization 
must be small in number. 

Permanent individual represen- 
tation must be accorded to the 
four major powers — the United 
Kingdom, the Soviet Union, China 
and the United States—and, subse- 
quently, to any other major power 
equally willing and able to partici- 
pate through the employment of | 
its armed force, in the maintenance | 
of peace throughout the world. | 
Additional representation should be| 
given to the inter-American system; | 
fo a European organization—whe- 
ther that comprises a single region- 
al system or several systems; to a 
system of the Near East, and to one 
of the Far East. Furthermore, rep- 
resentation on the executive coun- 
cil should be accorded the British 
Commonwealth of Nations, since, 
while it is not a regional system, it 
comprises an association of autono- 
mous states constituting one of the 
most powerful factors contributory 
fo world order and stability. By 
reason of the geogranvhica’ location 
of its component parts it is directly 
concerned in the maintenance of 
peace in each region of the world. 


REPRESENTATIVES 

The precise number of represen- 
tatives upon the council to be 
elected by each system would nec- | 
essarily be contingent upon thé 
manner in which the European sys- 
tem in composed, The representa- | 
tion of the inter-Amer'can system | 
should in any event be no less than | 
that granted directly, or indirectly, 
to the stafes of Europe, whether 
they comprise one or several sys- 
tems, 

The four major powers must, 
of course, continue as members 
of their respective regional sys- 
tems, and would participate in 
the election of regional represen- 
tatives. | 

The powers to be granted by the | 

United Nations to the executive | 
council of the incipient world or: | 
ganization should be as broad as) 
those intrusted to the Council of | 
the League of Nations, namely, 
authoritY to deal with any matter 
“affecting the peace of the world,” | 
together with jurisdiction over all | 
international agencies to be set up| 
by common agreement between the 
United Nations, 

No action should be taken by | 
the executive council except upon 
the affirmative vote of two-thirds 
of its members, including within 
such two-thirds majority the votes 
of all four of the permanent repre- 
sentatives of the major powers. 


TRANSITION PERIOD 

In the transition period many 
of the matters to be dealt with by 
the executive council will involve 
the utilization of the armed forces 
of the major powers. It i. there- 
fore essential that in all decisions 
involving the use of their police 
powers, each should be in accord 
with the action to be taken, | 

As its agency in the carrying | 
out of all decisions involving the | 
use of police powers the execu 
tive council should appoint a se- 
curity commission, consisting of | 
military, naval and air experts, 
designated by the major powers, 

In the selection of representa- 
tives of regional systems on the 
executive council, resort might be 


made to one of two alternative 
methods. The first method would 
provide for the representatives of 
each regional system to be desig- 
nated yearly by rotation from 
among the states comprised within 
the regional system. The second 
method would envisage the elec- 
tion by the regional states of in- 
dividuals, nationals of any state 
within the region, and chosen from 
lists of nominees proposed by all of 
the governments involved. 


URGENT NEED 

Agreement by the United Na- 
tions upon the designation of an 
executive council to represent all 
of them, both large and small, is 
a matter of urgent need. At the 
present time the great majority 
of the nations joined together in 
the common struggle for liberty 
have no voice in decisions which 
are being reached, and which must 
inevitably affect the future lives 
of all freedom-loving men and 
women. The events of the last few 
weeks have demonstrated more 
clearly than ever before how great- 
ly this representative agency is 
needed—how gravely the possi- 
bility of successfully constituting 


}a future world organization has 


been jeopardized by the 'ong-pro- 
tracted delay in its creation. 

Agreements between the major 
powers, or bilateral pacts between 
some of the members of the United 
Nations, may be useful preliminary 
steps.

OTTAWA, Jan, 29—(CP)—Pro- 
vision of exclusive jurisdiction te 
the Dominion employment service 
in providing facilities for the

A sub-committee on post-war em- 
ployment opportunities recommend- 
ed also that there should be an in- 
ventory of manpower and an in- 
ventory of jobs which would form 
the basis of the task of the em- 
ployment service 
MAJOR REQUIREMENTS 

The major requirement in the 
| field of labor supply and re-employ-" 
ment problems was the develop- 
ment of machinery operating 
throughout the Dominion by which 
unemployed individuals in any part 
of the country could be made aware 
of appropriate employment oppor- 
tunities in any other part, the re: 
port said, 

“Such machinery is @ pre- 
requisite for the smooth execu- 
tion of any demobilization pro- 
gram, just as much as it is for 
purposes of post-war reconstruc- 
tion.” 

The Dominion employment ser- 
vice was the basic machinery now 
in operation and would have an 
equally important job operating 
“in reverse.” Important use could 
also be made of the Dominion- 
provincial training program, the 
post-discharge re-establishment or- 
der being administered by the 
pensions department, and the un- 
employment insurance organization.

Destruction of 
Meats Subject 
Of Discussion 


The problem of meat game de- 
struction by wolves and coyotes 
should be one that concerns every- 
one, Dr. R. A. Rooney, past presi- 
dent of the Alberta Fish and 
Game Protective League, said 
Friday night. 

In an address before the Ed- 
monton branch of the. Northern 
Alberta Fish and Game Protective 
League at the Corona hotel, Dr. 
Rooney pointed out that next to 
scenery, game is one of Alberta’s 
greatest assets for tourist trade. 

He related several instances of 
destruction and recommended that 
some biological study be made of 
the best ways and means of ridding 
the province of the ravages of 
game made by wolves and coy- 
otes, 

In the United States, he said, 
the infection of coyotes with mange 
helped to practically eliminate the | 
problem of destruction. 

Other methods of control might 
be developed from a_ biological 
study made here. In the event this 
study proved unsuccessful in con- 
trolling or stamping out the des- 
truction, Dr. Rooney said, a govern- 
mental poisoning campaign con- 
ducted exclusively by the provin- 
cial game department would be the 
other alternative. 

WOULD BE PREFERABLE 

He pointed out, however, that the 
biological study for methods of 
control would be preferable as 
methods could be devised whereby 
only the wolves and coyotes would 
be infected, whereas in a poisoning 
campaign there is always the 
danger of other animals being des- 
troyed. 

Also addressing the meeting were 
Mr. Brown of the entomology 
branch of the University of Alberta 
and Ray Ruge, ice-boating en- 


thusiast. 
Mr. Brown spoke on researches 
conducted on diseases among

War Kitchen 


By GAYNOR MADDOX 


A novel twist for a supper-shower 
is a hearts party. Most appropriate 
and easy on your ration budget is 
fruit stuffed calves hearts, and 
what could be more amusing than 
serving spoon bread with the 
gravy? Each heart weights not over 
1 pound and serves at least three 
persons. Prepared carefully and 
garnished attractively, fruit stuffed 
calves hearts is truly a gourmet 
dish. Remember, though, to ask the 
butcher for a little good suet when 
you buy the hearts. 


FRUIT STUFFED 
CALVES HEARTS 

Three calves hearts, seasoned 
flour, '¢ cup prunes, soaked, 2 cup 
dried apricots, soaked, '2 cup rais- 
ins, 2 tablespoons lemon juice, % 
cup dried bread crumbs, 2 cups 
water, 


Remove veins and arteries from 
hearts and wash thoroughly. Re- 
move pits from prunes, chop 
coarsely and combine with coarse- 
ly chopped apricots, the raisins, 
lemon juice, and bread crumbs. 
Fill cavities of the hearts and tie 
securely or sew. Dredge with sea- 
soned flour, Fry out suet in frying 
pan until it measures about 2 to 3 
tablespoons and brown the hearts. 
Bake, covered, in a moderate oven 
of 350 degrees about 2 hours or un- 
til tender, Carve in crosswise slices 
and serve with gravy made from 
the stock in the casserole. 


SOYA SPOON BREAD 

Three-quarters cup corn meal, 
“% cup soya grits, 1 teaspoon salt, 
2 cups cold water, 1 cup milk, 2 
or 3 eggs, separated, 2 tablespoons 
melted fat. 

Mix together the corn meal, soya 
grits, salt, and water, Let the mix- 
ture come to a boil and boil 5 min- 
utes, stirring constantly. Add the 
milk, beaten egg yolks, and melted 
fat; Beat the egg whites stiff and 


fold into the mixture. Pour into a 
well-greased baking dish and bake 
in a moderate oven (350 degrees F.) 
for about 1 hour. Serve at once 
from the baking dish.

CALGARY, Jan. 29,.—(CP)— 
Increased population for West- 
ern Canada after the war would 
be advantageous to the western 
farmer only if it comes by way 
of increased  industrialization, 
Dr. R. D. Sinclair, dean of the 
faculty of agriculture at the Uni- 
versity of Alberta, told the Short 
Course luncheon yesterday.

long term phase on the general 
food situation; the expansion of in- 
dustry and trade with resultant in- 
creased purchasing power; the ques- 
tion of commodity agreements and 
food banks; and the reorientation 
of production.

When those of us who used to be religious, are asked why we never 
go to church or show the activeness we did, we say we live in abnormal 
times, that we are too busily engaged in winning the war, and that 
we have littie time to give to the Master, We may fool the people but 
we don't fool God. 

One of the great needs today is the need for true Christians to

Next to constipation in order of 
frequency, are those symptoms

tite, etc. When the patient tries to |

Because of the continued diges- | 
tive unhappiness, the patient may 
have a long list of foods he believes 
disagree with him. Once the colon 
is returned to normal and the ad- 
hesions are banished, he will find 
indigestion giving away to perfect 
digestion and will make the pleas- 
ant discovery that he can eat al- 
most any wholesome food in abso- 
lute comfort with no distress after- 
ward. 

Adhesions are commonly produc- 
tive of underweight conditions be- 
cause of the digestion being so 
poor the patient does not get the 
real good from his food. In addi- 
tion to being thin, the patient will 
exhibit a general flabbiness of the 
muscles all over the body, and in 
this process, the abdominal mus- 
cles also share, becoming very soft 
and relaxed when they should be 
firm and strong. The patient may 
the 
little strength, lack of endurance, 
and almost continual tiredness. The 
skin may be very dull, muddy and 
unattractive; and such symptoms 
as low blood pressure and anemia 
are also common. 


When the patient is bothered 
with any form of rheumatism, 
whether it is muscular rheumatism, 
arthritis, lumbago, wry-neck or 
what is called rheumatic neuritis, 
I find it especially important to 
look for adhesions and to treat 
them when they are found. Once 
adhesions form to any great extent 
the intestinal tract seems to ab- 
sorb poisons much more readily 
than is the case when the colon is 
healthy. These particular poisons 
apparently act as one of the direct 
causes of rheumatic disorders. 

In a case of severe intestinal ad- 
hesions characterized by constipa- 
tion, digestive upsets, underweight 
and a tired feeling, the patient wil! 
probably feel below par much of 
the time and will not know what it 
is to be really well until such ad- 
hesions are corrected
